BOLU BURGLARY. 

$i,to» ill Money and Jew- 
elry tarried Off. 

One of the most successful robber- 
ies ever committed in this city was 
perpetrated on Tuesday night. Some 
time after 12 o'clock on that night a 
burglar went to the residence of Mrs. 
Mary S. Hendrick, "The Terraces," on 
Wapping street, next to the Custom 
House, and effected an entrance by 
prizing open the shutters ot*a window 
to the dining-room and raising the 
sash. After getting inside the door 
of the dining-room leading into the 
hall was prized open, through which 
he passed and ascended the stairs to 
a front room on the second floor used 
by Mrs. Chapman Coleman, wife 
the Secretary of the American Lega- 
tion at Berlin, Germany, who is 
visiting her mother, Mrs. Hendrick, 
broke open a bureau drawer and car- 
ried oTthj following jewelry and 
money, va.utd at $ 2,600: 

1 pearl ring, enamel blue, large 
pearl. 

1 solitaire ring, diamond, with J. 
S. H. from C. C, Nov., 1889. 

1 cluster diamond, with Jennie S. 
Hendrick, Aug. 23. 

1 sapphire and diamond ring, with 
three sapphires and 2 diamonds. 

1 turquois, surrounded with dia- 



1 small diamond, blue enamel. 

6 100-mark'pieces in paper, German. 

20 10-mark pieces, in gold. 

1 gold snake bracelet, with dia- 
mond eyes. 

I leather purse, silver clasp, mark- 
ed J. S. H. (Mongram ). 

1 large blue enameled ring 
(looks like turquois), enamel gold 
leaf, with diamonds in center. 

1 set silver jewelry. 

1 small breast pin, set in small dia- 
monds and small pink stones. 

1 scarf pin, small head of woman, 
set in gold. 

1 old-fashion set jewelry (gold). 

1 gold locket and heavy gold chain. 

1 pair flat bracelets, Grecian pat- 
tern, of black enamel. 

Large gold cuff buttons, marked J. 
S.H. 

So quietly was the work done that 
no one in the house was disturbed 
and the robber had no difficulty 
in escaping with his booty. He had 
evidently acquainted himself with 
the house and was posted as to the 
rooms occupied by the different mem- 
bers of the family. 

Mrs. Coleman was sleeping in an 
adjoining room with hermother, con- 
sequently the robber was not dis- 
turbed in his work, the room being 
unoccupied. Nothing was missed 
from any other portion of the 
house andMt is supposed the thief 
knew where to And what he wanted, 
went arid got it without disturbing 
anything else. 

Chief of Police Jeffars was notified 
early the next morning of the 
loss and immediately went to work 
upon tho case and every effort made 
to secure the arrest of the burglar. 
He took the 10 o'clock train lor 
Louisville, taking with him a de- 
scription of a man, drossed in light 
clothes, who had been seen by the 
colored coachman watching tho 
house closely early in the evening be- 
fore the robbery. Securing the ser- 
vices of several Louisville detectives, 
he visited the pawn shops of the city 
and soon found several of tho rings, 
and at noon on Thursday a man who 
gave his name as Charley Johnson 
was arrested at the "English Kitch- 
en," on Jefferson street, by Detec- 
tives Dailey and McCorkle, and all 



the balance of the stolen property, 
together with a set of burglar's tools 
of the finest quality found in his pos- 
session. The thief was brought to 
this city Thursday afternoon and 
lodged in jail. He told the officers 
that he was from Brooklyn, New 
York, and was wanted in Cincinnati 
and Louisville for burglaries commit- 
ted in those cities. 

Johnson is a young-looking fellow, 
with black eyes and hair, face clei 
shaven, and to an inexperienced eye 
does not look like the hardened crim- 
inal he evidently is. He has been 
recognized by several persons here as 
a man who was seen to leave on the 
six o'clock train for Louisville Wed- 
desday morning.

Which provision was adopted by 
a vote of 57 to 34, and thus the much 
vexed question of capital removal 
was settled for all time. 

During the discussion strong 
speeches were made for Frankfort by 
Govs. Buekner and Knott, Hons. 
Thos. S. Pettit, Jep C. Johnson, 
Judge Bullitt, W. H. Miller, W. R. 
Ramsey, Jas. F. Askew and I. N. 
Spalding. The opposition was led 
by Hon. Chas. S. Bronston, of Lex- 
ington, Hon Zach. Phelps, of Louis- 
ville, speeches also being made in 
favor of submission to a vote of the 
people by Judge W. M. Beckner, 
Hons. Morris Sachs, T. J. Wood, B. 
F. Bennett, Bennett H. Young and 
others. 

The section was adopted by such 
a decided majority of all the mem- 
bers elected to the Convention that 
it is hardly possible that two-thirds 
of the next Legislature can be in- 
duced to vote in favor of the remov- 
al of the Capital to either Louisville 
or Lexington, which are the only 
places in the State which seem to 
want it. 

Large delegations were present 
from both Lexington and Louisville 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, and 
when the final vote was announced 
"the subsequent proceedings inter- 
est them no more," and they went 
away sorrowful.
